Two armed robbers held up the Martin- 


izing Cleaners, 975 Grove Mall, Satur- 
day morning and escaped with about $210 
in cash. 


An attendant at the business, Violet 


Sundin, told police the men entered the 
building about 11 a.m.

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Should Study Begin This Summer Or In Fall? 
Faculty Evaluation Debate 


Should n study of faculty evaluation 


procedures at Harper College begin this 
summer or In the fall? 


After debating the question for almost 


two hours Thursday, the Harper Board of 
Trustees recommended the study begin 
immediately. The Harper Faculty Sen- 
ate, however, voted earlier to wait until 
fall. This week the senate will consider 
the board's recommendation. 


The board agreed Thursday to post- 


pone until June 22 voting on a motion to 
appoint a special committee to study 
evaluation procedures this summer. The 
motion, made by Trustee Eugene Nu- 
gent, was tabled after a brief caucus of 
faculty 
representatives. 
The faculty 


members asked the board to not make a 
final decision on the study timetable until 
the senate had an opportunity to reconsi- 
der its stand. 


The key to the disagreement between 


the board and the faculty is the status of 
the summer committee. 


Would it just bo a fact-finding body or 


would it make specific recommendations 
for a new system? If the latter were 
true, the new committee would circum- 
vent the role of the existing Faculty 
Evaluation Review Committee, accord- 
ing to Thomas McCabe, committee chair- 
man. 


THE PRESENT faculty committee 


presented a report to the faculty senate 
last month after a two month study of 
the evaluation system, The committee 
proposed the current evaluation system 
be continued unchanged for the coming 
school year. It also proposed study and 
revision of the system for the 1973-74 
school year begin in September. 


The trustees questioned both of the 


committee's proposals at Hie' Thursday 
meeting. Why, they asked, if there is dis- 
satisfaction with the present system does 
the committee want to continue it? And 
,wliy doesn't the committee want to take 
advantage of the summer months to 
start work towards finding a better sys- 
tem? 


According to McCabe, there wasn't 


enough time to formulate a new system 
before the fall term began. The com- 
mittee wasn't authorized to organize un- 
til March. 


McCabe also said the committee op- 


posed study during the summer because 
"we wouldn't have feedback from the en- 
tire faculty." 


IN ORDEIl TO conduct a worthwhile 


study, McCabe said, the committee has 
to know why the faculty is dissatisfied 
with the present evaluation system. The 
system involves students, faculty and ad- 
ministrators in an annual review of the 
effectiveness of instruction in addition to 


personal and professional attributes of 
each faculty member..

ipation in the evaluation. McCabe said

Philip M. Crane, R-13th, 
but Pucinski has added • new twist. He 
said he will seek one million signatures 
from voters throughout the state on a pe- 
tition asking passage of the legislation. 


Pucinski's bill calls for additional jail 


terms of 10 years for the first offense, 
and 25 years for the second. Like Crane's 
measure, it would prohibit "plea-bar- 
gaining," allowing persons accused of 
crimes with firearms to plead guilty to 
lesser charges. 


Pucinskl pointed out in the Congres- 


sional Record that Arthur Herman Bre- 
mer, accused assailant of Gov.

Wallace, was arrested in Milwaukee on a 
charge of carrying a concealed weapon 
just two months before the assassination 
attempt.

Business men and women in the urban 
and suburban areas should not have their 
businesses taxied if the farmer wtio earns 
his livelihood from farming does not 
have his property taxed," Jaffe said. 


"And what makes it even worse is that 


when the State of Illinois gives the farm- 
er that exemption, it does not at the 
same time provide new methods for pro- 
ducing revenue to make up the deficit 
created. As a result, the state must now 
provide more monies for farm school dis- 
tricts which have to be diverted from the 
entire state revenue," he said. 
."This is special interest legislation at 
its worst. Tax reform should be tax re- 
form for all. A bill such as this seems to 
me to be not tax reform but vote buying 
in the farm areas in an election year," 
said Jaffe.

"They are men taken from life. Bigger 


than life," he said. "Each one of them 
had something to say. Something impor- 
tant." 


Steiger foresees more biographical and 


historical movies in the future with Che 
accent on entertainment rather than the 
documentary approach. 


"It's changing," he said. "The age of 


voyeurism in movies Is coming to an 
end. Thank Cod. 


"Actually, it's not Just nudity and vul- 


garity that have thrown movies into such 
a bad state. Three things are respon- 
sible: Vanity, vice and violence. 


"The human animal becomes tired of 


everything. There Is a backlash in poli- 
tics, human relations and literature. Now 
it is happening with film. Pictures are 
becoming more conventional with more 
content and less attention to form. Less 
style, more story." 


Steiger lapsed into thoughtfulnew). He 


has been a movie star for almost 20 
years. 


One thing that taxes his credulity is 


the title of his recent picture, "Duck, 
You Sucker," made In Europe. 


"The picture hasn't been released here 


yet," he sighed. "I'd like to think they 
would change the title." 


Clearly, "Duck You Sucker" Is not in 


t h e biographical-historical genre in 
which Steiger would like to work. But in 
a day when most actors are happy to 
find commercials, Rod Is keeping busy — 
and a bachelor.

More To Do 
On Bus Safety 


School bus drivers boast a safety 


record 40 per cent better than au- 
tomobile drivers But the record is 
misleading. 


Granted, accidents are rare in 


the Northwest suburbs, and when 
they do occur they are usually 
nothing more than fender-benders. 
Yet, even the fender-benders take 
their toil in cut faces and bruised 
knees 


These injuries could be reduced 


with new safety devices, better 
driver training and additional in- 
spection of the 
buses and 
their 


drivers 


A primary factor in local bus ac- 


cidents is driver misjudgment. Bus 
company owners say more than 
half of their accidents could have 
been presented by the bus driver. 


Considering the serious responsi- 


bility of driving a school bus. only 
top competence should be accepted 
tor 
the 
position. 
Unfortunately 


part-time 
hours and 
low wages 


sometimes draw less than the best. 


The situation is compounded by 


the fact that bus company owners 
and the state don't always do 
enough to develop the drivers' po- 
tential 
To secure a license, 
the 


drivers 
must complete only 10 


hours of on-the-job training Anoth- 
ei eight hours of training in defen- 
sive driving is optional 


Once on the road, about the only 


te-.t of a driver'^ competency is his 
accident record The state has a 14- 
man team to inspect the bus driv- 
ers, but they are only able to reach 
30 per cent With more money and 
more men, the state officials say 
they could test every driver. 


If the driver tests successfully, 


he is still only as good as his ve 
hide. Illinois has taken a progres- 
sive step in developing standards 
for bus construction. But the stan- 
dards are worthless if they are not 
enforced. 


Again the state doesn't have the 


manpower to do a thorough in- 
spection. Safety lane inspections 
take care of operational problems 
such as a faulty clutch or brake. 
However, factors 
such as 
roof 


strength are not adequately tested. 
We shouldn't wait until it is too late 
to find out how much stress a bus 
can take. 


Even if the bus, along with the 


driver, is satisfactory, the danger 
of the unavoidable accident still ex- 
ists. To reduce injuries, the buses 
should be equipped with protective 
padding on the back of each seat. 
The padding will be required on all 
new buses, beginning in 1973. But 
that is not enough. The law should 
be extended to include old buses. 


Seat belts are proposed as anoth- 


er safety precaution, but they offer 
a hidden hazard. In many cases, 
the children will not use the belts 
unless ordered to. And if an acci- 
dent occurs, the belts could be- 
come a trap. The only drawback to 
padding, on the other hand, is van- 
dalism. 


Protective padding, more driver 


training and better inspections — 
they will all cost more money. But 
in a balance against the dollar, a 
safety should win. 


We've been lucky so far. Let's 


not push our luck.

Humphrey Tough And Resilient., But... 
McGovern: Closer Yet To Being Unstoppable

LOS ANGELES (NEA) - Sen. George 


McGovcrn's triple sweep over Sen Hu- 
bert Humphrey in the California, Now 
Jersey and New Mexico primaries gives 
him so much presidential nomination 
strength that it now seems unlikely any- 
one can stop him. 


His delegate bag for the day could run 


as high as, 370, including the 17 he won as 
an unopposed contender in his own stale 
of South Dakota. He gets 271 on a win- 
ner-take-all basis in California, probably 
upwards of 70 out of 109 in New Jersey, 
nine or JO in New Mexico 


McGovern's adversaries, not least 


Humphrey himself, are quick to note that 
the South Dakotan's winning California 
percentage may prove to be less than 


half that which was suggested for him in 
a recent state poll. But presidential nom- 
inations are gained by amassing dele- 
gates, not by totaling up percentages. 


Humphrey's fairly close showing in 


California may encourage him and his 
followers, plus others in the Democratic 
parly who appear to have strong doubts 
about McGovcrn's electability in the fall 
against President Nixon. 


Yet the hard reality of the delegate 


count is working for McGovern. NEA's 
periodic checks of the entire country 
have shown the senator to be on a sharp- 
ly rising curve. These latest results only 
arch it higher toward 1,509 delegates 
needed for nomination at Miami Beach 
in July. 


On top of that, NEA's newest survey 


provides preliminary indications of wide- 
spread, though little noticed, delegate 
gains for McGovern that may bring him 
unstoppable momentum. 


More decisive still, the evidence sug- 


gests that Humphrey is losing some of 
the delegate potential indicated for him 
earlier and may this time end up with 
fewer delegates in prospect than when 
the last check was made .some three 
weeks ago. 


Humphrey, of course, gained nothing 


in California. He was wiped out in New 
Mexico 
because 
the 
disabled 
Gov 


Georgp Wallace ran second and thus 
shared the delegates with McGovern. ' 


These events strongly underscore sur- 


vey findings that suggest Humphrey is 
losing delegate prospects in groups of

NEW YORK (UPI) - Some of the 


country's most densely populated areas 
face n serious shortage of electrical pow- 
er this summer that could lend to sub- 
stantial power reductions or "brown- 
outs. 


According to a UPI survey of federal 


government and power company offi- 
cials, the problem is most serious along 
the East Coast from Boston to Miami. 
Reserve power supplies are low, demand 
is high and the plants don't appear able 
to make up the difference. 


On the other hand, the Western half of 


the country seems to have adequate re- 
serve supplies of power to meet the 
growing demands of public consumers 
and industry. 


While electrical power is low, there is 


a growing demand fpr other sources of 
energy. Thomns Berg, president of 
Friedrich Refrigerators, Inc., San An- 
tonio, Tex , said. "Evidence of the power 
crisis is that every day, the united States 
imports billions of feet of natural gas 
from countries like Algeria." 


THE ENERGY crisis along the East 


Coast has been brought on by a number 
of problems, mainly the delay in con- 
struction of new power facilities either 
through objections by environmentalists 
or technical problems, Industry and gov- 
ernment officials reported. 


Spokesmen for New York's Consoli- 


dated Edison Co., one of the nation's 
largest energy producers, said one of its 
greatest potential power sources, the In- 
dian Point Plant No, 2 north of New 
York City, probably would not be ready 
until late summer. There have been tech- 
nical problems and intervention by eco- 
logists who claim the plant will upset the 
environmental balance in the Hudson 
River. 


In any event, Con Ed said, loss of the1 


plant's output this summer means the 
area will lose 873 megawatts of power. 
To put megawatts in perspective, the 
power slated to be produced at Indian 
Point No. 2 could supply the needs of 
600.000 homes or 1.6 million people. 


Since the plant will not be ready, Con 


Ed will have to rely on older sources— 
which one spokesman said included some 
"real clinkers" — and some new ones. 
Spokesmen placed confidence in new gas 
turbine generators on barges in New 
York's lower bay to help keep the situ- 
ation stable even in times of peak de- 
mand. 


If Con Ed gets In trouble, such as a 


prolonged hot spell or massive equip- 
ment failure, the New York State Power 
Authority has agreed to sell the power

PERHAPS THE most serious reserve 


situation is in the Southeast region, 
where reserves have fallen to 11.1 per 
cent from 12.4 per cent in 1971. Accord- 
ing to a report by the FPC, "the south- 
ern Florida and the Virginia-Carolinas 
areas may have severe problems if sig- 
nificant outages of major generating 
units are experienced at times of peak 
load period."

A 
breakdown of one plant would cause 
brownouts in June or July, according to 
the Florida Power and Light Co, In- 
dustry spokesmen said it will be the 
third summer in a row of "inadequate 
power" in south Florida, A nuclear plant 
at Turkey Point in Florida City would 
help solve the problem, but construction 
there also has been stalled by environ- 
mentalists. 


THE 
GEORGIA, tentiessee, Mis- 


sissippi, Alabama, Virginia region, which 
is covered by the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority (TVA), seems to be in fairly good 
shape power-wise, barring unforeseen 
difficulties. A TVA spokesman said coal 
supplies will last 90 days if something 
like a general strike were to take place. 
Reserve power supplies are expected to 
be about 18 per cent. 


All told, it appears as though the cities

The chances of all the problems occur- 


ing at once are rather dim and this has 
led to some optimism on the part of gov- 
ernment and power industry officials. 
But experts still are not sure just what 
will happen. As two officials of the OEP 
said:

One Million Autos Will 
Be Stolen This Year

Your car may be one of the nearly one 


million autos that experts predict will be 
stolen in the United States this year, Ac- 
cording to a new-booklet prepared by the 
Continental Insurance Companies, the 
number of auto thefts has increased by 
300 per cent in the last 10 years, costing 
the American public over $250 {million an- 
nually. 
/ 


"Your car doesa't have to be new or 


expensive to interest car thieves," the 
brochure states, In some cases more 
money can be made stripping a oar and 
selling the parts to crooked junk yards 
and auto supply dealers than by selling 
the car as a whole. 


Many stolen cars are eventually sold in 


parts to an overseas market, netting 
thieves up to four times the owners' orig- 
inal investments, About 20 per cent of 
the cars stolen are never recovered, and 
one-third of those found are damaged. 
Next to drugs, car theft has become the 
number one crime money-maker. 


The soaring rate of theft is reflected in 


automobile insurance rates. Individual 
premiums, however, are determined by 
a combination of factors. The type of car 
you own affects the likelihood of its being 
stolen as well as the cost of replacement 
and repair. A wel-known auto magazine 
states that if one particular high-priced 
American sports car is parked on a city 
street, it has a life expectancy of about 
one-half hour! Several makes and mod- 
els of family cars are also highly suscep- 
tible to theft. 


The national rate of recovery for stolen 


autos is 70 per cent, but it varies 
throughout the country. For example, the 
chances of retrieving a car stolen in New 


Nork City are under 50 per cent. 


"The public simply doesn't relate the 


soaring auto thefts to the higher pre- 
miums ihey have to pay for insurance," 
states Continental vice president Bruce 
Abrams. "That's the only explanation for 
the indifference we see every day." 


While no car can be made completely 


theft-proof, Continental suggests several 
precautions to make your car less vul- 
nerable to theft. An automobile should 
always be locked, with the windows 
closed and keys removed. Of all cars sto- 
len, 80 per cent are left unlocked, and 
over 40 per cent still have (he keys in 
them. 


Valuable items, luggage, or packages 


should never be left where thieves can 
see them. Park in well-lit areas, espe- 
cially at night. If you have a garage, use 
it, and lock the door. 


The car registration should not be left 


in the glove compartment, except where 
required by law. Leave your initials or 
automobile license number in some hid- 
den place to facilitate identification of 
the car by police. You can simply drop a 
piece of paper with your name and ad- 
dress into the window channel of 
your door. 


An auto alarm system may not stop a 


professional car theft, but it can deter 
the joy rider, who accounts for 60 per 
cent of all missing cars. Check with your 
local police for their recommendations 
on car alarms. 


If your car is stolen, notify the police 


immediately. Be prepared to show them 
some proof of ownership. Then call your 
insurance agent. 
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Don't Overlook Education 
Travel Expense Deduction 


Fast-approaching summertime is a 


great time for travel, and, if the expense 
of traveling may be deducted on tax re- 
turns, then its appeal this summer could 
be even greater, notes Commerce Clear- 
ing House (CCH). 


Indeed, with the possibility of a tax de- 


duction, travel may be even placed with- 
in the reach of some who otherwise 
would not be able to take advantage of 
the opportunities it aFords. 


CCH noted that one of the special fea- 


tures of the education expense regu- 
lations, is that the expenses for travel as 
a form of education may be deducted. 


The expenses must be attributable to a 


period of travel directly related to the 
duties of an individual's employment or 
other trade or business. Such travel is 
directly related only when the major por- 
tion of the activities during the period of 
travel is of a nature that directly main- 
tpins or improves skills required in that 
employment or other trade or business. 


One item that occasionally

bothersome in- claims for education ex- 
pense deductions in the past, but is now 
specifically covered by a regulation is 
the requirement of approval by the em- 
ployer of an employe's travel program. 


The regulation provides that the ap- 


proval of a travel program, or the fact

fillment of requirements for retention, of 
a rate of compensation or employment 
grade, does not determine that the re- 
quired relationship exists between the 
travel and the duties of the employe in 
his particular position. 


Further, CCH said, there is no express 


requirement in the regulations that trav- 
el expenses incurred in connection with 
education be reasonable. There is, of 
course, the overall requirement that, as 
allowable business expenses, they be or- 
dinary and necessary. 


However, there are no special economy 


restrictions. In fact, the Internal Reve- 
nue Service has stated in one of its rul- 
ings that an individual "will not be de- 
nied a deduction solely because attend- 
ance at the institution of 'his choice re- 
sulted in greater expenditures than he 
would have made if he had attended an- 
other institution."

Anne Kennard, Ed.D., practices what 


she teaches .. . the joy of learning. 


Principal at Rupley Elementary School 


in Elk Grove Village, Dr. Kennard hopes 
this delight in discovering new things 
will remain with children all their lives. 
"If I can help to accomplish this, I will 
feel I am n success," smiled the gentle- 
mannered administrator. 


Rupley's principal comes from a fami- 


ly dedicated to education. Her sister is a 
teacher as were her mother and grand- 
mother. Her grandfather was n superin- 
tendent of schools. Anne thinks it is diffi- 
cult to separate teaching from learning 
and believes sho has learned as much 
from children as she has taught them. 


Holding a bachelor's from Ohio State 


University and a master's and doctor's 
in education from Loyola University, 
Anne is qualified to teach at college lev- 
el. But she is committed to children and 
to public school education. "Here is 
where the action Is, and here is where 
we'll find the answers!" she declares. 


NATURALLY CURIOUS herself, Dr. 


Kennard is always looking for sometlu'ng 
new to learn find for some new chal- 
lenge. She thinks risk-taking is fun. When 
she was teaching, she recognized that 
routine bores children. At times she let 
her pupils turn their school clay upside 
down by permitting them to rearrange 
the daily schedule. "I was a disruptive 
organizer." she recalled with a chuckle. 


This unconventional teacher turned to 


research and directing innovative pro- 
grams before taking up the reins at 
Rupley one year ago. Following 11 years 
of teaching at various grade levels — 
with time out for study — Anne worked 
as a research associate evaluating a fed- 
erally funded project for inner city chil- 
dren in Milwaukee. 


Working with curriculum coordinators, 


she helped evaluate programs in foreign 
languages, music, art. home economics 
and others. "It was an exciting learning 
exprerience," she said of that job.

And she is grateful to Dr. Sam Mayo, her 
adviser at Loyola University, for teach- 
ing her everything she learned in that 
field. 


Anne worked four years for District 59 


as director of testing and research. She 
investigated what kinds of skills teachers 
need in the areas of testing.

The likely movement of considerable 


numbers of delegates who have been tied 
to Sen. Edmund Muskio of Maine could 
bring McGpvern very close to a first-bal- 
lot nomination. 


MOREOVER, the strong impact of his 


winning four primaries on June 6, and 
.especially California and New Jersey, is 
sure to give McGovern the kind of mo- 
mentum which will produce a steady 
drift of delegates toward his column in 
small clusters of one to five. 


Next to McGovern's astonishing up- 


ward thrust, as clearly recorded In these 
NBA - Nationl Observer delegates 
counts, the most significant development 
in the fourth nationwide check is the slip- 
page in rival Sen. Hubert Humphrey's to- 
tal. This time his prospective count 
dropped 70 votes, from 475 to 405. 
' 


And though disabled Gov. George Wall- 


ace still is a strong third in the 1872 
Democratic presidential race, he has 
dropped slightly, to a prospective 387, 
from the 396 votes foreseen for him in 
mid-May. This decline occurred despite 
his pickup of eight delegates with a sec- 
ond-place showing in the New Mexico 
primary. 


Should McGovern win the over- 


whelming bulk of New York's 278 votes 
in that state's June 20 primary, the last 
of the year, many of the totals indicated 
in this fourth count may be augmented 
for him. 


The New York McGovern total itself 


might be 25 votes higher than the 245 
indicated in this survey. He could pick 
up sizable chunks in Illinois (from the 
Muskie total), Connecticut, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Delaware, and Louisiana, plus 
smaller increments elsewhere. 


That is one way McGovern has built 


his lead in recent weeks. The spectacular 
advances, of course, were the pickups of 
all 271 California votes, the 71 out of 109 
in New Jersey, 22 in Rhode Island. But 
the NBA-National Observer count shows 


that, overall, the ,Soulh Dakotan made 
gains in 27, states, while suffering modesl, 
losses from previous figures in just four.

history suggests thai once this slow, 
steady, quiet process of accretion begins, 
it almost never can be stopped. Indeed, 
it tends to go on faster and faster, right, 
up to the day of balloting for the nomi- 
nation. 


Humphrey's evident decline comes as 


no surprise. His inability to get a deep 
hold on the Democratic voters this spring 
was remarked in earlier counts, even 
though his delegate total kept climbing 
somewhat. Generally, his primary show- 
ings were disappointing, and his loss of 
three on June 6, coupled with his failure 
to make a fight of it in upcoming New 
York, took the last bit of real steam out 
of his bid for a second nomination. 


Wallace remains a,potent convention 


factor despite being immobilized after 
being shot down in mid-May. His modest 
loss of nine prospective votes does not 
really change (anything. His 1972 record 
still shows six primary victories and 
more actual votes than any other candi- 
date, including McGovern, has run up.

Medical Care Spending 
For 3 Age Groups Told 


The average medical bill for a person 


65 or older in fiscal yenr 1971 was $861, 
compared to $140 for a youth under to, 
mid $»23 for a person between 19 and 64 
years of age. 


Public funds, mainly Medicare and 


Medicaid, covered two-thirds of the med- 
ical expenses of the aged, according to a 
report, "Medical Oare Spending for 
Three Age Groups," in the May issue of 
the Social Security bulletin. An older per-, 
son's out-of-pocket expenditure for health 
care dropped from more than one-half of 
his medical bill in 1966 (before Medicare 
and Medicaid) to about one-fourth of the 
total bill in 1971. 


Because of higher prices and the in- 


creased use of services, however, the 
dollar amount they paid directly in 1971 
was only slightly lower than in 1966 — 
$225 in 1971, compared to $234 in 1966. 


HOSPITAL CARE constituted the larg- 


est health expenditure item for all but 
the very young and was by far the larg- 
est expense item for the group aged 65 
and over, accounting for approximately 
$8.5 
billion of the total health ex- 


penditures of $17.9 billion, 


Medicare paid 61.6 per cent of the hos- 


pital expenses of the aged in 1971 and 
over 62 per cent of the $3.0 billion spent 
for physicians' services to senior citi- 
zens. 


The aged who make up only 10 per 


cent of our population, the report notes, 
accounted for a one-fourth share of 
health expenditures of the national total 


of $65.1 billion, spent for personal health 
care in 1971 — because of their greater 
use of medical care services and their 
costlier 'illnesses. The average aged per- 
son is twice as likely to suffer from one 
or more chronic conditions than a young- 
er person, is much more likely to be lim- 
ited in activity, is admitted to hospitals 
much more frequently and stays longer, 
and uses physicians' services $o a great- 
er extent. 


As a consequence of the Medicare and 


Medicaid programs, government has be- 
come the main source of funds for the 
health care services received by the 
aged. All the Medicare expenditures and 
almost half the Medicaid expenses are 
for persons aged 65 or over. Together 
these programs were responsible for 87 
per cent of the $12.1 billion in public 
funds spent for health care for the aged 
in 1971. 


ONLY 23 PER CENT of the $36.8 bil- 


lion personal health care expenditures 
for persons in the 19 to 54 age group 
came from public sources; of those for 
the humber-19 age group, payment of 27 
per cent came from public sources. .

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Fiction, par- 


ticularly short stories, has been moving 
steadily away from substance and plot 
into what is known as "slice-of-life" sur- 
realism."

The gasman used to cometh when I

THE LAST TIME he came, he stayed 


in the basement for almost an hour. 
When I asked him if he had read any 
good meters lately, he had tears in his 
eyes. 


After that, the gasman didn't cometh 


until after I had left for work. Then' he 
would slip a card under the door. 


The card had three or four dials like a 


gas meter. To insure accurate billing, it 
said I should indicate on the dials where 
the little arrows on my gas meter were 
pointing. Then mail the card back to the 
gas company. 


That was how I got hooked on meter 


reading. At its worst, I was reading my 


meter three or four times a day. And 
when I visited somebody's home, I read 
their meter too. 


I never understood what I was reading. 


The gas meter was like a book in a for- 
eign language. But I didn't want to have 
it explained for fear it would lose some- 
thing in translation. 


Finally I began to improvise. The little 


arrows I drew on the cards bore no rela- 
tion to where the arrows on the gas me- 
ter actually were pointing. 


MY GAS BILL fluctuated wildly. One 


month it might be $4.78; the next month, 
$478.25. And one month the gas company 
sent ME a check for $1.70. 


According to the meter reading I sent 


in, I was putting back more gas than I 
used. 


When I called to complain, the lady at 


the gas company said something must be 
wrong with my furnace and I should 
have the gasman check it. I said the gas- 
man always came after I had left for 
work. 


The next day the lady called back and 


said the gasman would check my furnace 
if I would promise not to ask him if he 
had read any good meters lately. 


Life is full of compromises.

A state championship is normally look- 


ed upon as a one-time thing. 


It's the ultimate nlm of high school 


sports participants throughout Illinois, bo 
they teams or Individuals. Yet so minute 
are the possibilities . . . so difficult the 
road . . . that it's seldom « state cham- 
pion In any sport ever dreams of repeat- 
ing. 


When one athlete comes along with a 


double set of these credentials, it would 
be hard not to enter him Into prime con- 
sideration for an athlete of the year 
award. 


And ir he Is n standout In two other 


atheltic endeavors as well, It would be 
even harder to consider anyone else. The 
Herald sports staff discovered this as 
they gathered to determine their area 
athlete of the year for 1072. 


There was discussion and debate when 


the staffers met. But not much. For the 
second straight year it was by unani- 
mous choice when Bradford Scott Smith 
of Hersey High School was selected. 


St. Viator's Mike Pettenuzzo won the 


award for 1970-71. 


Brad was notified of his choice and 


presented with a trophy citing him as the 
Herald Area Athlete of the Year before a 
capacity crowd at the Hersey spring ban- 
quet last week. It capped off a school 
year full of awards for the 17-year-old, 
three-sport star. 


His achievements serve as a strong re- 


minder to the little guy in sports during 
this age of the strapping plus-six footers. 
For Brad Smith is 5-7 and weighs 155 
pounds. His playing weight during the 
winter is 138. 


Smith quarterbackttd the Huskies to n 


North Division title untl • berth In the 
Mld-Suburbm League Super Bowl thin 
past football season. Hta sophomore year 
liu led a soph team to an undefeated 
campaign and last season he directed n 
jayvec club to another unbeaten slate. 


He wrestled varsity all four years in 


high school, won conference titles the 
past three and in both 1971 and 1972 was 
a prime force behind consecutive state 
titles for Hersey's grappling team. He 
was a state champ in his own right on 
the mats both seasons. 


In baseball Smith was a varsity regu- 


lar the past two years and an all-confer- 
ence and all-area selection in 1971 while 
helping the Huskies capture the Mid-Sub- 
urban League diamond title. 


Joe Gliwa, head grid helmsman at 


Hersey and a coach with the unusual dis- 
tinction of having two top area athletes 
under his wing in back-to-back seasons, 
gave some important insight into Brad's 
success. 


"Confidence and hard work," noted 


Gliwa, who In 1971 was football pilol at 
St. Viator and subsequently a mentor of 
the Herald's initial urea athlete of the 
year, Pettejiuzzo. 


"Brad is probably one of the most dili- 


gent workers you're ever going to find," 
Glisva continued. "And when you couple 
this with that supreme confidence he pos- 
sesses, the result has to be a champion." 


When asked to compare the two stand- 


outs he's had the pleasure of coaching 
over consecutive seasons, Gliwa said, 
"Both are gifted athletes but Mike was a 
more versatile type while Brad is defi- 
nitely a specialist. Mike was the kind of 


kid you could move anywhere at a mo- 
ment's notice and you'd get a job wcill 
done. Brad is the type you establish a I. a 
post and you just know this kid is going 
to work at it until he's the best there is."

And from Steve Chernicky,. Hersey 


baseball couch and an assistant football 
coach who 'a had plenty ot opportunity to 
see Smith in notion, comes like praisu, 
"Brad's not a rangy athlete and I think 
this puts him ut a disadvantage. Yet he 
never stops trying to excel. The fact 
that lie has a longer road to take and he 
still passes most of the others along the 
way has to put him in a special class.", 


Chernicky added, "There's no doubt he 


was one of the key members of .our1 base- 
ball team this past spring," 


That baseball team captured for both 


Chernicky and the school their first MSL 
baseball crown and Brad batted an even 
.400, good enough to place second in the 
conference in hitting. He also tied for the 
league lead in EBIs and added some stel- 
lar defensive work at third base to the 
Huskie cause, earning him all-conference 
recognition. 


In football Smith ranked sixth in the 


circuit on the quarterbacking list with 
351 yards on 22 completions. He directed 
his club to four straight victories at the 
onset of the- season including a 12-0 
triumph over St. Viator and a 10-0

Reduce Bass. Pik^ Limits 


The daily catch limit will be reduced 


for two species of Illinois fish, effective 
July 1, according to Henry N. Bark- 
hausen, Director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation. The limit for black 
bass will bu reduced from 10 to six and 
the northern pike limit will be three, as 
opposed to the previous limit of five. 


The limit for trout and salmon will iilso 


be reduced from eight to five. This law 
has been in effect on Lake Michigan wa- 
ters for the last year, but since Illinois 
also has a put-and-take trout program on 
inland waters, the limits arc being, 
changfd to include them as well. The 10- 
inch minimum length law will still be in 
effect for Lake Michigan, however not 
for trout taken on inland waters, 


"There are several reasons we hnve 


reduced the catch limits for black bass 
and northern pike," said William Hnrth, 
superintendent of the Division of Fish- 
eries for the Department. "The basic 
reason Is that we feel that it will produce 
better fishing for Illinois anglers In the 
long run." 


"NVtiiern pike do not reproduce suc- 


cessfully in Illinois. They have limited 
spawning grounds because man's devel- 


opment has eliminated spawning mar- 
shes," said Al Lopinot, chief fisheries 
biologist for the Department. "Pike are 
normally found in Northern Illinois, but 
they rre just holding on in these lakes. 
Due to this habitat factor, the population 
is reduced. The Department feels that re- 
ducing the daily catch limit will strength- 
en the population of northern pike in Illi- 
nois." 


The new limits Imposed on bass will 


include all black bass — largcmouth, 
smalt-mouth and spotted. Biologists have 
found that bass populations can easily be 
harvested to the point where populations 
are hurt for several years in new lakes 
and ponds. The dally catch -limits are 
being reduced to cut down this Initial 
harvest and make good fishing last over 
a period of time, 


"Past creel censuses have shown that 


the daily limit of ten bass is not often 
reached, and that psychologically, a rea- 
listic limit is more appealing to anglers." 
Lopinot stated. "With the exception of 
new lakes and reservoirs, less than one 
per cent of the state's anglers take tTieir 
daily limit of bass when fishing. We also 
feel that the new limit is more than suf- 
ficient to feed the average family."

Surf's Up In Cocoa Beach

Florida's Cocoa Beach is a city where 


one may stand in the present, look back 
into the past, -nnd see into the future, all 
within a distance of five miles. 


Today's emphasis is on youth, whether 


it be the young or the young at heart. 
The average age in Cocoa Bench is 22, 
and this coastal community is geared to 
the needs and whims of its residents and 
visitors. Action and fun are the key 
words. 


The city "Surf's up" is synonomous 


with Cocoa Beach as Hotel Row is to 
Miami Beach. The gradual slope of the 
coast provides superb wave formations 
that have led to this Space Coast resort's 
title of "Surfing Capital of the South." 


Labor Day weekend, local groups spon- 


sor major and minor surfing champion- 
ships, luring the surfing elite from as far 
away as Australia and Hawaii. The com- 
petition includes both men's and wom- 
en's divisions and such events as midget, 
intermediate, professional-amateur and 
tandem surfing. 


CANAVERAL PlER is the focal point 


for Brevard County surfers and offers a 
snack bar, live bands, surfboard rentals 
and perhaps the most popular of all pas- 
times, "girl watching." 


Five miles north of Cocoa Beach 


stands the Museum of Sunken Treasure. 
Here a visitor can. travel 2'/a centuries 
into the past, recalling the romance, in- 
trigue and adventure of the early days of 
Florida. The museum houses a million- 
dollar collection of treasures from the 
shipwreck of Spain's Silver Fleet in'1715. 


On July 27 of that year, a flotilla of 11 


galleons, the Spanish Silver Fleet, dis- 
embarked from Havana laden with gold, 
silver, precious gems and rare Chinese 
porcelain. Three days later, off the point 
of Cape Canaveral (Spanish for cane- 
break), 10 of the vessels were smashed 
against the reefs by hurricane winds — 
scattering a $14 million fortune along the 
coral-studded Florida coast. 


APPROXIMATELY HALF of the rich- 


es were recovered by Spanish salvors, 
but recently a substantial amount has • 


been recovered'by the Real'Eight Com- 
pany, owners of the museum.' 


For 10 years the company has picked 


the skeletons of the galleons resting on 
the sandy floor of the Atlantic, salvaging 
$5 million worth of treasure—a haul that 
would make even Blackboard envious. 


The museum features a sight and 


sound program depicting the loss and re- 
covery of the treasure, a 48-foot replica 
of the doomed fleet's flagship, the Ham- 
pton Court, and more than $1 million in 
gold, silver, hand fashioned jewelry, 
gems and Chinese porcelain dating back 
to the Kang H'si Dynasty of 1662. 


Two miles north of the museum lies 


Cape Kennedy, gateway to the moon. 
Two decades ago, a group of men gath- 
ered in the palmetto scrub and launched 
the first missile from the cape with little 
fanfare or publicity. Today the cape is 
one of the world's most important news 
datelines. Through the news media, mil- 
lions of people around the world have oc- 
cupied front-row seats, from the pioneer 
Mercury suborbital flights to the heart- 
stopping Apollo moon missions. 


Daily tours are conducted through the 


Kennedy Space Center where the public 
may view astronaut training facilities, 
missile assembly buildings and launching 
complexes. 


Cocoa Beach, city of the. past where 


Ponce de Leon once roamed, is the city 
of the present where the young frolic in 
the sun and surf. It is a city of the future 
whose destination is space.

Tracing the put hundred years has 


kept the 750 realdenU of ShabtoM in De- 
Knlb County, busy for months in prepa- 
ration for their centennial celebration 
June 18-25. 


The village U located on U.S. 30 mid- 


way between Chicago and Clinton, Iowa 
and was named In honor of the famous 
Indian Chief Shabbona, best remembered 
as "the white man's friend." 


Chief Shabbona was credited with 


warning the whites of danger during the 
Winnebago outbreak and the Black Hawk 
War. 


In November, 1871, landowners John 


Palm, John Ray, and Charles Stevens, 
who all owned farms which form the pre- 


sent site of Shabbona, entered into an 
agreement with E. £. Hinckley, presi- 
dent of the Chicago and Iowa Railroad, 
for the purpose of locating a depot and 
suitable side tracks for which they 
agreed to convey eight acres of land. 


The following spring, the village was 


plotted and from that time on, it has 
been known as a "progressive little 
place." 


PREVIOUS TO THE location of the de- 


pot, the post office was known as Malma, 
later on as Cornton, and was situated half 
a mile west of the present location. Both 
of these names were found to conflict 
with Malta and Canton; therefore, the 
present name was adopted.

, the big-parade on, June 24 will be Shab- 
bona's oldest resident and native, Mrs. 
Elizabeth. Grant, who was 100 years 
"young" lust Nov. 13, 1971. Mrs. Grant, 
first and oldest resident of the Shabbona 
Nursing Home, was named honorary 
Centennial Queen at the open house held 
at the home on her birthday. 


The Centennial Headquarters, located 


on 103 W. Comanche St., has been an 
active place during the past several 
weeks. There still Is a stock of Centen- 
nial wearing apparel there for sale, In- 
cluding for the ladies, "everyday and go- 
ing-away dresses," skirts, blouses, para- 
sols and petticoats; and'for the men, der- 
bys, top hats, fancy vests, and jackets.

Actually. South has better odds with 


him this time. The opponents hold 20 
high card points and eight spades. If ei- 
ther held a singleton heart he might well 
have entered the bidding. The fact that 
he stayed out increases the probability 
that he will produce the queen of hearts.

egg yolks Is within context of the total 
diet plan they recommend, The biggest 
reason egg yolks have been limited is 
their high content of cholesterol, al- 
though they also contain fat. 


Most animal products contain some 


cholesterol. This includes meat, 
fish, 


chicken and dairy products, although 
they contain much less than egg yolks 
and brains. Vegetables, fruits, cereals 
(the plant kingdom) do not. A vegetarian 
who is not eating any other animal prod- 
ucts could cat more egg yolks and still 


not exceed the limit recommended by the 
American Heart Assn. 


A year ago the Inter-Society Commis- 


sion on Heart Disease suggested the total 
daily cholesterol intake should be limited 
to 300 miligrams, which is a little bit 
more than the amount of cholesterol in 
one egg yolk. A vegetarian using no oth- 
er animal products could use one egg a 
day and still not exceed the recommend- 
ed allowance for cholesterol intake. 


Of course, there is no limitation on the 


amount of egg whites that can be used. If 


you use an egg yolk a day and wish to 
stay within the recommended cholesterol 
limit, however, you must also be careful 
about using 'an excess amount of cheese, 
particularly cured and processed cheese, 
and moderately limit even fortified skim 
milk and uncreamed cottage cheese, or 
buttermilk. 
' 
, 


THE REASON there is so much con- 


fusion about cholesterol is that the body 
normally produces it, just like the body 
manufactures blood sugar from various 
food elements including fats and prteins. 


Cholesterol is a normal substance in the 
body, but it has a normal or optimal lev- 
el, just as does the blood sugar. If your 
blood sugar is too high you may have 
diabetes. If it is loo low you are in 
trouble. If your cholesterol is too high 
you increase the likelihood of heart at- 
tacks, strokes and senility. The body 
manufactures cholesterol in the liver and 
it produces much more cholesterol than 
is needed in some individuals who are 
eating excess numbers of calories and 
particularly excess amounts of saturated 


fat. A diet low in cholesterol can slill 
cause too much cholesterol in the body. 
The cholesterol in the blood comes from 
that manufactured by the body and that 
in the diet.

George Mansfield has watched the 


Schaumburg Jaycees grow from a 20 
member group five years ago to its pre- 
sent 102. 


Not only has he watched, but in the 


past year as president of the local civic 
organization he has spurred it to the top 
of the charts. In state rankings of both 
internal and external activities, 
the 


Schaumburg Jaycees moved from 89th 
place to the number five spot, and from 
fortieth in the region to number two. 


George Mansfield wouldn't be satisfied 


with anything less than number one, but 
as the outgoing president who is also 
leaving the village next week for Kansas 
City, Mo., he can only will the group the 
legacy of team effort he built this past 
year. 


As president, George is in the top ten. 


He was cited recently by the state con- 
vention as one of the top presidents in- 
Illinois. 


Post inteirnal vice president and newx 


president Barry Goldberg says Mans- 
field's leadership was "dynamic." 


"When something was needed to be 


done, George said 'it will be done,' and it 
was," Goldberg added. 


Mansfield will be moving to Kansas 


City to start his own business in alumi- 
num manufacturing. "It's a do or die 
proposition," he says 
enthusiastically. 


Besides the time his business will take, 
he feels he now owes his family more 
time "for what they had to forego last 
year because I was never home." 


He often spent three or four nights a 


week and weekends supervising Jaycee 
projects — a total of 56 last year. He 
attributes their success, including a 
record earning of $40,000 for civic proj- 
ects, to "team effort." 


"We have young, ambitious, enthusias- 


tic individuals in Schaumburg who find 
the extra element that makes a project

really shine," he says. 


EVEN ON SHORT notice, Mansfield 


managed to pull the group together on 
projects like Septemberfest, which last 
year was planned in about' a month. 
When he had asked Mayor Atcher last 
July what the Jaycees could do to be of 
community service, the Labor Day cele- 
bration was recommended, and Mansfield 
set it in motion. 


He was the kind of leader, Goldberg 


says, who would make it to installation 
night "because he was supposed to be 
there" even though he had separated his 
shoulder that same day when a golf cart 
overturned on him. 


THOUGH Mansfield praises the "great 


planning of Mayor Atcher," he is aware 
that fast growth in Schaumburg may 
mean future problems. "If we reach the 
expected increase in population, \ve are 
likely to run into the same problems as 
urban areas. We already have some drug 
problems in the high school." 


He is not that concerned about environ- 


mental problems, but admits increased 
automobile traffic will add to air pollu- 
tion and he hates to see trees cleared 
away for new housing subdivisions. 


The major changes he has seen in 


Schaumburg in four years here are 


neighborhood effects. When he f i r s t 
moved in, his neighbors had no lawns, 
the street was gravel and there was only 
one shopping district close by. 


Mansfield has few complaints about 


suburban family life. As long as they can 
provide a good life for their children, he 
sees no reason why parents should limit 
the size of their families. "Population 
has made our country great. People — 
without people — where would we be?" 
he asks. 


HE PRAISES youth today for being 


more honest. "They're using their minds 
— and their mouths. Before, people 
didn't say what they thought." 


Though he disagrees with some of 


youth's tactics, on the whole he believes 
"they have given a lot more than what 
they have taken away from society." 


For young men, he sees the Jaycees as 


a good way to get to know the commu- 
nity and to meet "a swell bunch of indi- 
viduals." 


"We're in the right place at the right 


time," he says. "The young type of per- 
son moving into Schaumburg is the 
cream of the crop. With this new talent, 
the Jaycees can reach new heights each 
year." 


And he predicts the Schaumburg Jay- 


cees will soon be number one.

At 4 p.m. every Thursday, a whistle 


blows at Pyramid Plastics Co. in Pala- 
tine signaling the weekend for factory 
employes there. 


They won't report for work again until 


Monday morning to their delight and the 
economic advantage of management. 


"Everybody is happy with the new 


schedule," said Fred Lovell, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the firm, 
560 S. Hicks D. "We are getting more 
production and they get a long weekend." 


The firm's 19 factory employes began 


a four-day work week last month, after 
voting in favor of the new schedule. 
"Most all the people wanted it, so we 
decided to give it a try," Lovell said. 


Production begins for the first shift at 


6 a.m. and ends at 4 p.m., accounting for 
a full 40-hour week but in only four days. 
"People seem to get going better in the 
morning," Lovell said adding that the 
absenteeism was less last month than 
ever before. 


HE ALSO said the electric bill is low- 


er, water consumption less and produc- 


tion at its peak. "The plastics business is 
so competitive that we needed to have 
this system," he added. 


While the firm is benefiting, so are the 


production employes, some who have ex- 
tra jobs and others who spend more time 
with (heir families. 


"Now I have another job on Fridays 


and Saturdays," said Joe Brizzolara of 
Wheeling. "The extra income is good for 
anybody." 


Joseph Pestka, general foreman, de-' 


votes his Friday "to the family . . . Now 
that the kids are out of school we will be 
able to take long weekends to Wiscon- 
sin," he said. 


"And on the practical side, the earlier 


hours make it easier to get here .. . and 
I spend less time coming and going to 
work." 


THE PLANT is non-union and Lovell 


said "luckily so, a union would never 
allow anything like this." He said union 
officials are seeking a four-day week but 
with a total of only 32 hours.

Halter said. "Gill, 
the theoretical 


mover behind stubborn school board bar- 
gaining behavior, has finally made him- 
self visible. As is typical of a power lead- 
er being pushed by a reform group, 
rather than work to resolve the inter- 
group conflict between the teachers and 
his group, he can only attack the organi- 
zation and the Individuals within it." 


HALTER COMPARED Gill to automo- 


tive executives who discredit consumer- 
advocate Ralph Nader when Nader 
seeks reforms and changes In the auto 
industry. He said the WFC, as an affil- 
iate of the IEA, is a reform group advo- 
cating better working conditions for 
tethers and better learning environ- 
ments for boys and girls. 


"Gill has been accustomed to dealing 


with his teachers as timid 'yes men," but 
now they are saying 'no1 to certain 
mangement practices, and Gill doesn't 
like it. This is to be expected. It is a

Haiter said that for tlu's reason "and 


because administrative salaries rank as 
one of the highest in the area," the mo- 
rale of teachers in Dist. 21 is down. 
"Such inequities affect teacher morale, 
and low morale affects how children 
learn," he said. 


Referring to Dist. 21's present way of 


compensating experienced teachers who 
come into the district, Halter said, "stu- 
dents in Dist. 21 need the most experi- 
enced teachers available, but at the pre- 
sent time there's a contract provision 
which bars competent and highly experi- 
enced staff from being employed." 


Currently, Dist. 21 gives partial credit 


for experienced teachers entering the 
district. The WFC-IEA wants these 
teachers to receive full benefits for their 
experience, 


"THE WFC HAS sought unsuccessfully 


to reverse this negative personnel policy 
which undoubtedly has adverse effects 
on children's learning," said Halter. 


Finally Halter explained the WFC- 


IEA has tried "in vain" to advance the 
education level of teachers already in the 
district. This is in reference to the dis- 
trict allocating $15 per semester hour for 
a teacher who is taking advance courses, 
while the WFC-IEA is asking for full 
reimbursement. 


According to Halter, "The board of edu- 


cation, evidently under Gill's advice, has 
said, in essence, 'We don't want experi- 
enced teachers and we don't think we 
ought to provide any more incentive for 
teachers 
to increase their teaching 


skills.' This attitude is clearly not in the 
best interest of students in Dist. 21." 


Halter concluded, "It may be true that 


IEA hasn't benefited the teachers and 
students in Dist. 21, but it isn't because 
we haven't tried." 


GILL SAID he had no comment on spe- 


cific items in Halter's statement because 
"The talks are now in the hands of our 
labor lawyers,"

Teachers, Board Try To End Standoff 


Negotiating teams for the Prospect 


Heights Educational Association (PHEA) 
and Dist. 23 school board exchanged pro- 
posals at contract talks Thursday in an 
effort to end a month-old negotiations 
stalemate. 


PHEA representatives indicated they 


were willing to waive four items of the 
professional negotiations agreement if 
the board would make it possible for cur- 
riculum preparation to become a nego- 
tiable item and leave the time teachers 
must spend in school at seven hours per 
day. 


The teachers said they would forego 


discussion concerning sabbatical leaves, 
professional improvement requirements, 
staff size and school calendar if these 
two requests are met. 


These proposals will be considered at 


the board's executive session tonight. 
The two sides will meet again tomorrow 
night when the board's decision on the 
proposals will be presented. 


'We're going to stand firm on curricu- 


lum preparation," said Larry Halter, 
PHEA spokesman. "The board shouldn't 
be allowed to add or 'delete anything 
from the curriculum without negotiations 
with the teachers." 


"Board members are not teachers," he 


added, "and don't know the needs of the 
students as well as professional teachers 
do." 


HOWEVER, accordiing to board mem- 


ber Donald McKay, "Original curriculum 
proposals come from the principals and 
teachers as it is, and we want sugges- 
tions from them. But we have manage- 


ment people to work with the curriculum 
and if the prerogative is taken away from 
us, it becomes a grievance procedure 
and a third party would have to be 
brought in every time the PHEA wanted 
to negotiate the curriculum." 


Also at Thursday's bargaining session, 


the school board agreed to extend the 
teachers' present contract from mid-July 
to mid-August, 1973, and to drop a 


previous request to eliminate fact-finding 
from the professional negotiations agree- 
ment. A settlement to take out a clause 
in the agreement, which limits the num- 
ber of topics the two sides can negotiate 
was also reached. 


In addition, a request to the American 


Arbitration Association for mediation of 
a May 23 impasse was dismissed last 
week by mutual decision. 


According to Halter, the request for 


mediation was dropped in order to save 
the $200 cost, and to help keep negotia- 
tions in good faith. 


"If the board does not accept our pro- 


posals," he added, "We may have to go 
into impasse again and that would mean 
it. I'd like to get along without it, but we 
may have to if impasse is reached 
again."

They won't report for work again until

economic advantage of management. 


"Everybody is happy with the new 


schedule," said Fred Lovell, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the firm, 
560 S. Hicks D. "We are getting, more 
production and they get a long weekend." 


The firm's 19 factory employes began 


a four-day work week last month, after 
voting in favor of the new schedule. 
"Most all the people wanted it, so we 
decided to give it a try," Lovell said. 


Production begins for the first shift at 


6 a.m. and ends at 4 p.m., accounting for 
a full 40-hour week but in only four days. 
"People seem to get going better in the 
morning," Lovell said adding that the 
absenteeism was less last month than 
ever'before. 


HE ALSO said the electric bill is low- 


er, water consumption less and produc- 
tion at its peak. "The plastics business is 
so competitive that we needed to have 
this system," he added. 


While the firm is benefiting, so are the 


production employes, some who have ex- 
tra jobs and others who spend more time 
with their families.

"Now I have another job on Fridays 


and Saturdays," said Joe Brizzolara of 
Wheeling. "The extra income/is good for 
anybody." 


Joseph Pestka, general foreman, de- 


votes his Friday "to the family . . . Now 
that the kids are out of school we will be 
able to take long weekends to Wiscon- 
sin," he said. 


"And on the practical side, the earliei 


hours make it easier to get here ... and 
I spend less time coming and going tc 
work."

What kind of people can you attract in 
this kind of salary situation?" 


Halter said that for this reason "and 


because administrative salaries rank as 
one of the highest in the area," the mo- 
rale of teachers in Dist. 21 is down. 
"Such inequities affect teacher morale, 
and low morale affects how children 
learn," he said. 


Referring to Dist. Zl's present way of 


compensating experienced teachers who 
come into the district, Halter said, "stu- 
dents in Dist. 21 need the most experi- 
enced teachers available, but at the pre- 
sent time there's a contract provision 
which bars competent and highly experi- 
enced staff from being employed." 


Currently, Dist. 21 gives partial credit 


for experienced teachers entering the 
district. The WFC-IEA Wants these 
teachers to receive full benefits for their 
experience. 


"THE WFC HAS sought unsuccessfully 


to reverse this negative personnel policy 
which undoubtedly has adverse effects 
on children's learning," said Halter. 


Finally Halter explained the WFC- 


IEA has tried "in vain" to advance the 
education level of teachers already in the 
district. This is in reference to the dis- 
trict allocating $15 per semester hour for 
a teacher who is taking advance courses, 
while the WFC-IEA is asking for full 
reimbursement. 


According to Halter, "The board of edu- 


cation, evidently under Gill's advice, has 
said, in essence, 'We don't want experi- 
enced teachers and we don't think we 
ought to provide any more incentive for 
teachers 
to increase 
their teaching 


skills.' This attitude is clearly not in the 
best interest of students in Dist. 21." 


Halter concluded, "It may be true that 


IEA'hasn't benefited the teachers and 
students in Dist. 21, but it isn't because 
we haven't tried." 


GILL SAID he had no comment on spe- 


cific items in Halter's statement because 
"The talks are now in the hands of our

School And Park

"Today's students are used to being 


spectators, and if someone is telling 
them What should be done next they will 
just sit there and watch- The only way 
the open classroom will work is if it is 
implemented only in the lower grades 
first and the children are able to work up 
toil. 


"I don't think the new system should 


be thrown on older children, because 
they won't know how to react and may 


become spectators rather than students," 
she said. 


MRS. LAKIN NOW plans to work in 


her garden. "I won't raise vegetables, 
but I love flowers," she said. She also 
plans to travel and read. 


"You know," she said, "when you're a 


teacher you don't get to do much reading 
for pleasure and don't get to travel too 
much. I love books and I love seeing dif- 
ferent places. Now I'll be able to do 
both." 


Mrs. Lakin feels she has, in a small 


way, completed the goal she set 24 years 
ago by teaching. "It's only complete, in 
a small way, because no one ever com- 
pletes a goal. They always try to do bet- 
ter," she explained.

told the judge in his summary statement 
that to rule against the defense would 
put the airport out of business. 


O'Connor said the judge is expected to 


rule on the special use permit violations 
the county alleged in its suit. 


He said the judge will "make or break 


the airport" with his decision, and said 
he asked the judge to consider the over- 
all picture of the case. 


O'Connor said the Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration testified last week that if 
the airport is to get into the National Air- 
port Plan it would have to keep present 
standards. 


The county charges the airport has vio- 


latd a 1963 special use permit which 
states: 


—No aircraft over 60,000 pounds can 


land at the airport. 


—The airport must adhere to certain 


flight patterns. 


—The runway length of the NNE-SSW 


runway should not exceed 5.000 feet. 


O'Connor said the county admitted the 


airport can do nothing about the flight 
patterns since that is handled by the 
FAA. He also said he did not feel suf- 
ficient evidence was introduced proving 
the length of the runway exceeded the 
specified limit. 


Therefore, O'Connor feels the judge 


will spend most of his time considering 
the weight limits on aircraft landing at 
the airport. 


Judge Cohen is expected to rule on the 


case at 2 p.m. June 22.

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Disabilities Unit Awards 
Clearbrook $16,800 Grant 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie's Council on De- 


velopmental Disabilities has awarded 
Clearbrook Center in Rolling Meadows a 
$16.800 grant to begin a community liv- 
ing center for retarded adults in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


The grant will be used to operate a 


live-in center for "moderately retarded 
adults." for three months, according to 
Bryn Witt. Clearbrook Center director. 


Along with the state grant, Clearbrook 


will supply some $5,600 to begin the oper- 
ation. After the facility becomes oper- 
able, money will be supplied by the state 
Department of Mental Health. 


Witt is looking for a facility for the 


live-in center and there are several sites, 
including the Sacred Heart of Mary con- 
vent in Rolling Meadows, being consid- 


ered. 


Clearbrook was one of 20 agencies in 


Illinois that received a total of $370,000 to 
be used for handicapped programs. 


Clearbrook Center officials received 


unofficial word that the grant was ap- 
proved last week, but had been awaiting 
a statement from the governor before 
further information was released.

IN HIS ANNOUNCEMENT Ogilvie 


said the grants will help fill the gaps 
existing in the delivery of services to the 
handicapped and will coordinate pro- 
grams and agencies which aid them. 


The governor's council was established 


under a federal law to supervise $1.3 mil- 
lion in federal funding for the devel- 
opment of a state plan to serve the hand- 
icapped. 


Clearbrook's original request filed with 


the state several months ago, was for 
$32,000, but Witt said the $16,800 grant 
should be adequate to begin the center. 


Witt already has received applications

Some will come from Clearbrook's

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Construction, Crowding 
Slow Traffic To A Crawl

Overcrowded local streets, complicated 


by daily Arlington Park Race Track traf- 
fic and construction on major arteries, 
has slowed travelers to a crawl in Ar- 
lington Heights.

Wilke to the track. 


Weber predicted that four extra men 


would be needed, two at the corner of 
Wilke and Central roads and two at New 
Wilke and Algonquin roads. After three 
days Weber found the men were hot 
needed, and removed the four extra traf- 
fic controllers.

Discussion about a library building-ex- 


pansion program will be held tonight by 
the Arlington Heights Memorial Library 
board of trustees at 8 p.m. in the library, 
500 N. Dunton. 


Although the board has never formally 


discussed building or expansion plans, li- 
brary sources say the 4-year-old building 
will be filled to capacity with books, 
records, magazines and other library 
materials in two Or three years. 


The $1.4 million library is being filled 


faster 
than anticipated because the 


board is striving to keep up with the 
American Library Association (ALA) 
standards of books per capita. While the 
ALA standard is three and a half books 
per capita, the library now has about two 
and a quarter books per capita. 


POSSIBILITIES FOR expansion in- 


clude an addition to the library or a 
branch library. 


During their last fiscal year, which 


ended last month, the library board 


spent over $170,000 on 23,419 books, which 
was more money spent on books than 
any other library in the state outside of 
Chicago. 
' 


The library was built to hold 150,000 


.volumes, and additional shelves have 
been added for 30,000 more books. At the 
present time, the library has 137,000 
books. 


"Our architect said we shouldn't add 


any more shelving, we've added more 
than he wanted to see already," said 
Harold Ard, executive librarian. "We 
could'remove some of the seating and 
add shelving." 


At the present time, the library seats 


445 patrons. Over 53,000 residents own 
Arlington Heights Library cards. 


When the library was dedicated in 


1968, the building was designed to serve 
a population "of 80,000, which the village 
was not expected to reach "for many 
years." 


mands WFC-IEA has made to improve 
the district, but they have been turned 
down. 


"FIRST," SAID Halter, "we've tried to 


make Dist, 21 an attractive place to 
teach, economically. According to our sta- 
tistics, Dist. 21 now ranks last out of 10 
school districts in the Northwest suburbs. 
What kind of people can you attract in 
this kind of salary situation?" 


Halter said that for this reason "and 


because administrative salaries rank as 
one of the highest in the area," the mo- 
rale of teachers in Dist.

compensating experienced teachers who 
come into the district, Halter said, "stu- 
dents in Dist. 21 need the most experi- 
enced teachers available, but at the pre- 
sent time there's a contract provision 
which bars competent and highly experi- 
enced staff from being employed." 


Currently, Dist. 21 gives partial credit 


for experienced teachers entering the 
district. The WFC-IEA wants these 
teachers to receive full benefits for their 
experience.

"THE WFC HAS sought unsuccessfully 


to reverse this negative personnel policy 
which undoubtedly has adverse effects 
on children's learning," said Halter. 


Finally Halter explained the WFC- 


IEA has tried "in vain" to advance the 
education level of teachers already in the 
district. This is in reference to the dis- 
trict allocating $1E per semester hour for 
a teacher who is taking advance courses, 
while the WFC-IEA is asking for full 
reimbursement. 


According to Halter, "The board of edu- 


cation, evidently under Gill's advice, has 
said, in essence, 'We don't want experi- 
enced teachers and we don't think we 
ought to provide any more incentive for 
teachers to increase 
their 
teaching 


skills.' This attitude is clearly not in the 
best interest of students in Dist. 21." 


Halter concluded, "It may be true that 


IEA hasn't benefited the teachers and 
students in Dist. 21, but it isn't because 
we haven't tried."

A gulf as wide ns the generation gap 


has been found between the attitudes of 
students, their parents and faculty mem- 
bers at Maine East High School in a sur- 
vey conducted there this year.

groups that drug abuse is a problem 
among students and that the school has 'a 
responsibility to provide drug education 
programs. 


Findings of the survey may prompt 


some changes both in the school's drug 
abuse program, now part of a required 
health course, and in other school pol- 
icies and programs, according to Princi- 
pal John Clouser. 


"THE STUDY WAS made because of 


the concern felt by Maine East adminis- 
trators and faculty regarding apparent 
changes in student attitudes," Clouser 
said. 


According to him, "there has been a 


very real and decided change in the 
views held by most students toward 
traditional customs and values." 


The 40-item questionnaire was sent to 


parents, teachers and students early this 
year by the Institute, a cooperative or- 
ganization that does research on special 
school projects. 


Results showed, for instance, that stu- 


dents want the freedom to leave school 
during periods when they have no 
classes, while parents and teachers op- 
pose that practice. Students also want a 
smoking lounge in school, something that 
would be prohibited by Dist. 207s no stu- 
dent smoking rule. 


The clash in attitudes is a direct one on 


the issue ^of leaving school grounds at 
free periods. Parents strongly indicated 
they want attendance controls kept on 
while students found the rule particularly 
chafing, 


"The solution may lie in constant at- 


tention by the school toward making the 
mandatory attendance as palatable as 
possible for students," said the survey. 


A "TYPICAL" PROBLEM of suburban 


schools, said the report, is student smok- 
ing. Students want a smoking lounge in- 
stalled for them at the school and par- 
ents abhor the idea. 


"We know there are students who 


.smoke in washrooms and outside school 
grounds during lunch hour," said Clou- 


ser. He estimates that one third to one 
half of the students at Maine East' smoke 
regularly but /'only a small percentage 
smoke on school grounds," he said. 
Smoking is still one of the biggest causes 
"of suspensions in the district, said Melvin 
Schultz, coordinator of pupil personnel 
services. 


"Smoking should not be encouraged," 


the survey said, "nevertheless, for those 
who do smoke, the situation should be 
sensibly managed without creating un- 
necessary disciplinary or social problems 
for the students involved." 


THERE WAS SOME consensus among 


the three groups questioned in regard to 
student evaluation of teachers. The sur- 
vey said, "the problem for the school is 
to set up mechanisms for involving the 
students in meaningful teacher 
eval- 


uation and curriculum planning." 


Maine East has no formal method of 


teacher evaluation by students. Some in- 
dividual teachers ask students to eval- 
uate them at the end of the year, said 
Clouser, and students who are strongly 
against a teacher's classroom methods 
can ask the chairman of the teacher's 
academic department to investigate. 


The survey showed parents and teach- 


ers are strongly in favor of regular 
homework. Students are not against 
homework, said the report, but they feel 
too much of it is just busywork and not 
of any value to them. The survey recom- 
mended teachers be responsible for as- 
signing homework that is "relevant" to 
educational needs. 


.Teachers think students are insolent 


the survey found. Parents are certain of 
it and students tend to agree. "Students 
do not knuckle under to authority as 
readily as previous generations did, but 
they don't necessarily feel they are being 
insolent or rebellious without cause," 
said the report. "There is a strong desire 
in adolescents to be treated as persons 
rather than just subordinates."

There was discussion and debate when 


the staffers met. 'But not much. For the 
second straight year it was by unani- 
mous choice when Bradford Scott Smith 
of Hersey High School was selected. 


St. Viator's Mike Pettenuzzo won the 


award for 1970-71. 


Brad was notified of his choice and 


presented with a trophy citing him as the 
Herald Area Athlete of the Year before a 
capacity crowd at the Hersey spring ban- 
quet last week. It capped off a school 
year full of awards for the 17-year-old, 
three-sport star. 


His achievements serve as a strong re- 


minder to the little guy in sports during 
this age of the strapping plus-six footers. 
For Brad Smith is 5-7 and weighs 155 
pounds. His playing weight during the 
winter is 138. 


Smith qnartcrbacked the Huskies to a 


North Division title and a berth in the 
Mid-Suburban League Super Bowl this 
past football season. His sophomore year 
lie led a soph team to an undefeated 
campaign and last-season he directed a 
jayvee club to another unbeaten slate. 


He wrestled varsity all four years in 


high school, won conference titles the 
past three and in both 1971 and 1972 was 
a prime force behind consecutive state 
titles for Hersey's grappling team. He 
was a state'champ in his own right on 
the mats both seasons. 


In baseball Smith was a varsity regu- 


lar the past two years and an all-confer- 
ence and all-area selection in 1971 while 
helping the Huskies capture the Mid-Sub- 
urban League diamond title. 


Joe Gliwa, head grid helmsman at 


Hersey and a coach with the unusual dis- 
tinction of having two top area athletes 
under his wing in back-to-back seasons, 
gave some important insight into Brad's 
success. 


"Confidence and hard work," noted 


Gliwu, who in 1971 was football pilot at 
St. Viator and subsequently a mentor of 
the Herald's initial area athlete of the 
y«ar, I'eU«mi//<>. 


"Brad is probably one of the most dili- 


gent workers you're ever going to find, 
Gliwa continued. "And when you couple 
this with that supreme confidence he pos- 
sesses, the result has to be a champion." 


When asked to compare the two stand- 


outs he's had the pleasure of coaching 
over consecutive seasons, Gliwa said, 


"Both are gifted athletes but Mike was a 
more versatile type while,Brad is defi- 
nitely a specialist. Mike was the kind of 
kid you could move anywhere at a mo- 
ment's notice and you'd get a job well 
done. Brad is the type you establish at a 
post and you just know this kid is going 
to work at it until he's the best there is." 


Tom Porter, Smith's mat coach the 


past four years, echoed simular'plaudits. 
"Brad is just a super competitive kind of 
kid. There are other athletes with fine 
ability but they can take sports or leave 
them. Brad thrives on competition, he 
thrives on winning and he's willing to 
pay the dues,"

"Brad's not a rangy athlete and I think 
this puts him at a disadvantage. Yet he 
never stops trying to .excel. The fact 
that he has a longer road to take and he 
still passes most of the others along the 
way has to put him in a special class." 


Chernicky added, "There's no doubt he 


was one of the key members of our base- 
ball team this past spring." 


That baseball team captured for both 


Chernicky and the school their first MSL 
baseball crown and Brad batted an even 
.400, good enough to place second in the 
conference in hitting. He also tied for the 
league lead in RBIs and added some stel- 
lar defensive work at third base to the 
Huskie cause, earning him all-conference 
recognition.

Wrestling is where Brad excelled the 


most and fittingly this is a sport with the 
accent on the individual competitor. He 
climaxed an unbeaten season this year 
with his second individual state cham- 
pionship in a row. He was undefeated in 
fact in his last 64 straight bouts, winning 
29 of them by pin and compiled a daz- 
zling 87-13-2 mark in four years of var- 
sity grappling. 


He was named a prep All-American 


this past winter by Scholastic Wrestling' 
News and placed on the NCAA Wrestling 
News Honor Roll. The Martin Luther 
King Boys Club named Brad as their 
wrestler of the year and Sports Illus- 
trated magazine featured him in their 
Faces in the Crowd section. 


MSL Yearboook also cited him as both 


league wrestler of the year and most out- 
standing conference athlete of the year. 


Brad who hails from Evanston orig- 


nally, but has lived in Arlington Heights 
most of his life, will be attending the 
University of Iowa this fall on a full ath- 
letic scholarship. He plans to major in 
business administration.

It's a question of priorities. It takes a

would be no point in using them. If there 
is just a sprout or two, they can be cut 
off. Same thing with the green spots. If 
they can be cut off, the rest of the potato 
is okay.

Dear Dorothy: I have to wear a heavi- 


ly boned, elastic surgical garment. It 
hasn't as yet been laundered. With all 
the lacings and metal attachments, I'm 
at a loss. The thing ought to be laun- 
dered, for aesthetic reasons, if for no 
other. Would appreciate any counsel.

It actually should be washed after ev- 


ery few wearings because body oils and 
perspiration can cause the material to 
deteriorate. Before washing, close all 
Kippers, buckles and so forth, to prevent 
snags. Don't twist or wring it out. Just 
sc|uee'/,e a gentle suds through it, using a 
soft brush when necessary. Rinse with 
plenty of clean, warm water, rcepating 
the procedure at least three times. 


Rol,l in a thick towel to press out mois- 


ture. It's a good idea to fold an extra 
towel 'inside. Then smooth the garment 
into place. Zippers should be left closed 
during washing and drying, but all other 
metal parts should be opened after laun- 
dering and carefully wiped dry, The gar- 
ment should dry overnight. After the 
first time, cleaning should come easily,

The name, Carl Reiner, should be fa-
